Director Shaw told ot tho un health- 


ful conditions existing In 
the 
old 


Fourth ward building, whero a now 
heating system and a. new roof must 
be placed before next year If the new 
building Is not authorised. Concern- 
Ing the safety of tho building, Mr. 
Shaw would not state other than that 
he had been told that the building Is 
unsafe. 
Ite pointed out another In- 


jurious feature, the fact 
that 
tho 


basement Is sn damp the lavatories 
cannot be located there and children 
are required to cross outside to tho 
high school. 


Director Shaw catted attention to 


(he demand for accommodation In tha 
domestic science and manual training 
department?, and the inability of thu 
board, because ot limited Quartets, to 
nccommodato near tho number 
of 


those who are virtually 
demanding 


thc*e studies. He declared that a now 
building would take caro Ot these 
students, and give ampin room for 
other- students. 


Director C. W. Hays spoke briefly, 


explaining thnt the principal obilaclo 
In the path of the building Is the n- 
debtedness of tho borough at this 
time. The bond Issues which already 


make U necessary to Impose a con- 
siderably Increased tax If tho J17B.OOO 
In bonds was Issued. 
Ho 
declared, 


however,. that tho old Fourth ward 
building Is H disgrace to tho com- 
munity &nd should be removed. 


Dlroctor A. "ft". Ulghop 
went 
on 


record as hoartlly In favor ot tho bond 
Issue, believing it to the best Interests 
of tho schools to approve It. 


At tha request of President Mnrkell, 


Superintendent 3. 1'. Asho explained 
tho situation from his standpoint ad 
KCtlvo head ot tho schools. 
Ho do- 


ctared that the Fourth ward building 
Is unhealthy lor pupils; that several 
pipes, filled with 
li\ o steam, 
run 


around tho walls on two sides of tha 
rooms, one lino four inches below tho 
knees and tho other four Inches over 
tho heads of tho sLudcnts; that in 
some rooms tho children In tho >ldu 
and buck rowii are only 2(1 < inch us 
away from thcso pipes, nnd In tho 
others 13 lnch,;», in tho winter, ho 
said, half of thu children would bo too 
hot, while the others 
would 
wear 


wraps to keep warm. Tho ventilation, 
ho declared, was unusually bad. 


Me explained that tho now building 
to bo combined for high and grades, 


must bo cared for, he Mid, would and In operation. 


that the seventh and eighth Krudo pu- 
pils of tho borough would be taught 
under tho departmental systom in this 
central building, thereby leaving tho 
ward schools for rooms 1 to 6,' Inclus- 
ive. 
Thia, he said, would relieve con- 


gestion for a good many years 
to 


come. He also called attention to thu 
demand for manual training and do- 
mestic science on tho part of pupils 
who cannot at this time be accom- 
modated because of the limited room 
devoted to tho work. Thcso depart- 
ments, he said, are In two basement 
rooms of tho Carnegie Free Library, 
the uso of which was granted by tho 
trustees. 
Ho lauded thu school board 


for 
employing good 
teachers 
and 


maintaining u litgh standard In tho 
schools. 


Trosldont Starkell. nt the close of 


the address, declared that tho Fourth 
Ward building is tt tliycraco; 
that 


three-story buildings should not be al- 
lowed for school purposes nnd that 
children on the top llnor aro In con- 
stant danger. 
Ho came out strongly 


In favor ot the bond Issue. This at- 
titude caused considerable surprise, as 
he had previously been much opposud 
to the proposition. 


Attorney Porter S. Ncwmyer, In a 


rather lengthy address, finally ^earn- 
ed that Thaddcus Stevens founded the 
public school system of Pennsylvania, 
President Younkln b'eing his Inform- 
ant, and then sounded the clarion ca^l 
to spare Knchnriah Council's statue 
and tho old building where the lead- 
Ing men of town today gained their 
early education. Mr. NoW(myer stated 
that the people are tigatn'st the bond 
Issue, and that they ought to be, be- 
cause tho to\vn cannot nftord It. If.; 
said tho high schools were being pro- 
poxod lob often, one having boon bulk 
only a few years ago. 


15. K. Floto declared himself In fav- 


or of tho bond Issue. 
He thought a 


new high school was a necessity. Ho 
Insisted thnt the cost Is not prohibi- 
tive. Jhero Is no better time to, start, 
he sold, than now. 


"VVt 8. Behannn, speaking as "one of 


the people," declared that If tho school 
tax is Increased $5 It means a. pair of 
shoes to a poor man. 
He Inquired 


whether tho $175,000 would mean a 
$260,000 building, as the $34,000 high 
school addition meant an expenditure 
of $76,000. Director Shaw replied that 
the high school addition coat only 
$58,000,'and thnt a $17C.OOO bond Is- 
sue meant a $176,000 high school, and 
not a more expensive one. 


Owing to tho Interruptions to tho 


speakers, mostly on nubjocts not un- 
der discussion, D. A. niplcy moved to 
bring matters to n. close, 
that 
the 


meeting endorse the bond issue. 
ITc 


was seconded by K. R. Ftoto. 
Attor- 


ney Newmyer attempted to prevent a 
vote, but It wn«.cnllod^' There was no 
roll call, but President Markoll an- 
nounced that the nyos had It. 


After tho bond Issue matter had been 


disposed of, J. Ocorgo Kaelbcr spoke 
for IS minutes on tho work of tho Ho- 
chcatbr Chamber of Commerce, show- 
Ing what might be accomplished here. 
Rochester, he declared. Is the best ad- 
vertised* city In tho country, nnd that 
even* resident Is a booster. Ro orfer- 
ed several suggestions to tho local or- 
ganization. 


B. C. Kolkcr explained the silk mill 


proposition. 
He declared that Con- 


nollsvllle should make a start by ob- 
taining this mill, Which will bo tnovc-1 
from Pitterson, N, J.» If $2,BOO Is guar- 
anteed. 
Labor conditions ' here arc

ment of $23,000, and would purchase 
property here for $7,000, those assur- 
ing tho permanency of the proposition,

Gometlniee, when h*. saw one of hla 
po*fns In a. magazine.
